Che 
was famed for my hnehand; another, Lake 
Coville, for the then-chairman af The Society 2 
Reearch Committee, Frederick V. Cenalle.

Tlirouwl the win- 
dows we saw more glaciers, some of which 
aeemerl almost to touch the train as we passer.
